“ Third Item : I dr«w the attention 
of the board to a tim e when sewer 
pipe could have been 'bought at a sav­ 
ing of $4,000. 
No attention was paid

President Roosevelt, in a s^ ech de­ 
livered list night at Carnegie hall un­ 
der 'the auspices of the Civic forum, 
declared silly the fear cf the tyranny 
of the majority, denounced the minor­ 
ities, which he saki were plundering 


the (country, expressed belief in the 
initiative, referendum, direct primary 
and tlhe recall, and in detail explain­ 
ed his theory of the recall of the ju­ 
diciary decisions. 
Having laid this constructive plat­ 
form, Colonel ‘Roosevelt turned to the 
recent utterance® cf President Taft, 
analyzing 'his statements on democ­ 
racy and vigorously answered them 
In detail. The president’® speech he 
characterized as an excellent plea for 
an 
oligarchy 
‘He 
scathingly 
de­ 
nounced Taft’® views on class distinc­ 
tion®. 
Much of the latter part. 
of 
the 
sj)eech was devoted to a vigorous crit­ 
icism of the courts and the present 
system of judicial lawmaking by in­ 
terpretation. 
(Colonel 'Roosevelt pointed to the 
French revolution as an example
